Bitterly denouncing the 
legislature for its failure to enact any 
new child labor laws at the present 
session, officials of the Atlanta 


League of Women Voters Tuesday 
wrote two open letters in which it 
is charged that bills “essential to 
the protection of our working chil- 
dren have been chloroformed.”

The women of the state resent the in- 
difference of the legislature toward child 
labor. The failure of the house to act, 
when a child labor bill hag been on the 
calendar fer a week, is particularly dis- 
graceful. Fer days, supporters of child 
laLor legislation were told that the meas- 
ure was about to cume up, but somehow 
the thing was never acted on. 

With the eotton mill men _ professing 
stu.pport, and with no sign of hostility from 
any quarter, it is queer that legislation 
s) essential to the protection of our work- 
ing children should have been chloroformed, 
It is queer, and it is a colossal blunder 
on the part of those opposed to the fed- 
eral amendment, The legislature rejected 
the amendment saying Georgia could pro- 
tect her own children. 

Now, nothing has been done, the promise 


has been broken, and all the world knows 
that Georgia is unwilling to give her chil- 
dren a square deal. Believers in the amend- 
ment are doubtless chortling with glee, 
The ratification of the amendment has been 
hastened by two years. ‘The legislature 
has shown unmistakably that Georgia wiil 
have humane child labor regulations only 
when the requirement is imposed upon her 


from Washington.

; I am shocked Sy the legislature's failure 
| to enact standard child labor laws. ‘The 
league of Women Voters worked hard for 
this legislation. We were enrre that with 
the Pickren bill on the calendar Georgia 
would soon have some decent child labor 
restrictions. Something has been at work 
to prevent this. The situation reflects 
no credit on the state of Georgia. 

First, the legislature airily rejeets the 
federal amendment, Then it hasn’t the 


grace to improve child labor conditions, 
which everybody knows to be thoroughly 
bad in Georgia. The senate rejected the 
amendment with a long rigmarole about 
ensiaving our children and inciting them 
to revolt and the like. This is typical 
of the way in which the legislature throws 
out a smoke screen of words when it pro- 
proses to do nothing. 

The women of rhe state will be up in 
arms when they learn how neglectful the 
legislature has been. There is no excuse 
for the wav in which their advocaey of 
acvanced child labor laws has been treated. 
It is a sad commeatary on the vision of 
our lawmakers that. they will devote days 
fo piddling matters of local legislation anda 
yet can spare not even a few minutes to 
prevent the exploitation of helpless chil-

Others prefer va- 
rieties which may be all right if one 
rould only sneak up on it and catch 
it unawares.

One hour after I purchased my 
ticket the “grand tour” started. The 
barker became the megaphoned ci- 
cerone and sat up front. As we 
swung down .lower Broadway he said: 
“We are now leaving the Great White 
Way. Each light represents a broken 
heart.” His voice was loud and 
xylophonic. 

On Fourteenth street he pointed 
out Tammany hall with: “That's the 
place where they make presidents, sen- 
ators and governors.” His Bowery 
knowledge is like the vicar’s egg, a 
bit rotten in spots. He pointed out 
McGuirk’s Suicide hall five blocks 
before we came to it, 

“The Bowery,” he said, “is the 
home of thugs and thieves. Nota day 
goes by without a series of murders. 
It is the wickedest place in the world.”

jacking and thieving than any other 
section of the city—otherwise he was 
the precisionist.

The markei opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 22 to 35 points because 
of relatively steady European ca- 
bles and the failure of the early 
news to show more rain in the south- 
west. Brokers with continental con- 
nections were among the buyers and 
the demand became more active fol- 
lowing the publication of the west- 
ern belt forecast for fair and warmer 
weather. Apprehensions regarding 
the progress of the Texas crop were 
intensified by the detailed weather 
reports showing light precipitations 
at only a few points in Texas with 
the highest temperatures so far this 
season. ‘ihe afternoon advance was 
accompanied by private reports that 
boll weevil were showing up more 
numerously in Georgia and Alabama. 

Much of the demand was attributed 
to covering by recent sellers, but 
some trade buying was also reported 
and there was support from local 
Wall street and western sources. 
December sold up to 27.85 and May 
28.14, active months showing net ad- 
vances of 93 to 102 points at the 
best. —

New York, August 12.—The reac- 
tionary trend of today's stock market 
was attributed to extensive profit-tak- 
ing in some of the high-priced special- 
ties, which recently have enjoyed a hiz 
advance; liquidation of a number of 
oil shares resulting from tuc unset- 
tled condition of that industry and 
the correction of an over-bought con- 
dition in some of the standard rails 
and industrials. Sales exceeded the 
1,000,000-share mark for the first time 
in nearly a week. 

Heavy buying of the Pan-American 
issues, coincident with heaviness in 
most of the other oils, was one of the 
day's features. While authentie in- 
formation wes lackmg, Wall street 
heard that the forthcoming six months 
reports would show earnings about 
twice the dividend requirements of 
that period with the bare possibility 
that higher dividends might be de- 
clared at the September 4 meeting of 
the directors. Nearly one-tenth of 
the day’s business was conducted in 
these two issues, which closed about 
2 points higher.

RECOVERY IS SEEN 


; Chicdgo, August 12.—Active buy- 
ing based largely on the Canadian Zov- 
ernment. crop report brought «bout a 
decided advance in the value of wheat 
today. The wheat market. helped aiso 
by corn strength, closed firm at 2 1-8 
to 2 i-ze gain, with corn 1 1-2 to 
3 3-4e up, oats 7-8e to le higher. and 
provisions varying from 20¢ decline to 
a rise of 12¢., . 

Although most of the private esti. 
mates here regarding the probable 
yield of wheat this season in Canada 
were much smaller than the amount 
indicated by the government report, it 
was deemed siznificant thar official 
recognition of damage had been made 
to the extent shuwn There were also 
misgivings about reports of freezing 
temperatures in Manitoba, especiall¢ 
as the Winnipeg market showed more 
strength than was the-case in Chicag. 
and forecasts pointed to likelihood of 
more frost tonicht. 

Indications of liberal export busi- 
ness gave additional strenzth ito the 
wheat market as the day drew to an 
end. Beseles, advices from Argentina 
said the weather there was cold and 
frosty. A marked falling off in the 
volume of receipts of Kansas City. 
St. Lonis and Omaha was also appar- 
ent. On the other hand, the spring 
wheat movement was starting in the 
northwest, although as yst on a much 
smaller scale than a year ago. 

Demand for corn was greatly stimu- 
lated by unseasonably cool weather 
and heavy rains, whereas higher tem- 
peratures are desirable and less mois- 
ture at present. Oats, like wheat. 
were affected by bullish aspects of the 
Canadian government crop report. 

Provisions were irregular, the {n- 
fluence of higher quotations on hogs 
being more or less offset by the crain 
bulge.
